RESOLUTION 

New Delhi , the 4th November 1961 

Subject: —Forest Research Institute and Colleges, Dehra Dun- 
Constitution of a Court for. 

No. 12-1/59- F.— 1, The Government of India have 
had under consideration the question of effecting 
Improvements In the working of the Forest Re- 
search Institute and Colleges, Dehra Dun, specially 
with a view to eliminating delays in Lhe formulation and 
execution of research programmes and to ensure co-ordination 
of work in the various branches of the Institute and active 
liaison with other scientific institutions and the industry. 
After carefully examining various means by which the desired 
Improvements in the administrative machinery and procedures 
of the Institute could be effected, Government have come to 
the conclusion that the objectives could be best achieved by 
delegating wider administrative and financial powers to the 
President of the Institute to the extent necessary and entrust- 
ing the responsibility for guiding and supervising the working 
of the Institute to a representative high-powered body to be 


known as the "Court of the Forest Research Institute and 
Colleges” with the Minister for Food and Agriculture as its 
Chairman. So far as the administration and day-to-day 
working of the Institute is concerned, the Court will be 
assisted by an official Executive Council consisting of five 
members who are members of the Court. While the Court 
will Jay down the policy and programme of the Institute and 
give general directions and guidance for its working, the 
Executive Council will be directly responsible for the day-to- 
day administration of die Institute so as to ensure its efficient 
working. 

2. The President, is, accordingly, pleased to decide that all 
matters relating to the organisation and working of die 
Forest Research Institute and Colleges be entrusted to a 
Court and an Executive Council, constituted as under:—

Chairman 

The Minister for Food and Agriculture. 

Vice-Chairman 

The Secretary, Ministry of Food and Agriculture (Depart- 
ment of Agriculture), 

Members 

Three Members of Parliament (two from Lok Sabha and 
one from Rajya Sabha). 

Director General, Council of Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search. 

Joint Secretary, Department of Agriculture, In-charge of 
Forestry. 

The Financial Adviser, Department of Agriculture, 

The Inspector General of Forests. 

The President, Forest Research Institute and Colleges. 

Three Chief Conservators of Forests from the States to 
be nominated by the Chairman by rotadon. 

One eminent Scientist to be nominated by the Chairman. 

One eminent Engineer to be nominated by the Chairman. 

The Deputy Secretary in-charge of Froestry in the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture will be the Secretary of the Court. 

Composition of the Executive Counch, 

The Vice-Chairman of the Court— Chairman. 

The Director General, Council of Scientific and Industrial 
Research. 

The Financial Adviser, Department of Agriculture. 

The Inspector General of Forests. 

The President, Forest Research Institute and Colleges. 

The Secretary of the Court shall be the Secretary of die 
Executive Council. 

3. Functions of the Court of the Forest Research Institute 
and Colleges and the Executive Council.— The Court will be 
responsible for generally directing and guiding the working of 
the Institute. 

i. The Execudve Council will be responsible for the day-to- 
day administration of the Institute and its subordinate forma- 
tions, in accordance with the financial principles and adminis- 
trative rules and regulations of the Government of India. Ih 
this respect the Executive Council shall exercise all adminis- 
trative and financial powers at present exercised by the 
Ministry of Food and Agriculture (Department of Agricul- 
ture) provided that recruitment to Class I and Class II posts 
will continue to be made in consultation with the Union 
Public Service Commission as required under the rules and 
regulations in force from time to time. In the matter of 
promotions of officers and staff, the Executive Council will, 
on behalf of the Court, have full authority, provided that in 
all cases decisions are taken on the recommendations of the 
appropriate Departmental Promotions Committee. 

5. The Court shall meet ordinarily once in 6 months and 
the Executive Council shall meet as often as necessary but 
normally once a month. The meetings of the Court shall be 
presided over by the Chairman of the Court and in the 
absence of the Chairman by the Vice-Chairman who shall 
exercise all the powers of the Chairman at the meeting. In 
the case of the Executive Council, a member elected at the 
meeting shall preside in the event of the Chairman of the 
Executive Council being unable to preside. Five members In 
the case of the Court and 3 members in the case of the Exe- 
cutive Council shall constitute the quorum for a meeting pro- 
vided that In respect of matters Involving financial issues, one 
of the ordinary members shall be the Financial Adviser, The 
decision of the majority of the members shall be the decision 
of the Court /Executive Council, a dissentient member or 
members having the right to record a separate note of dissent. 
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6. Wlien a recommendation is made to the Chairman o£ 
the Court in pursuance of a decision 0 f that body at a meet- 
ing not presided over by the Chairman, the -views of the 
dissentient members shall be brought to his notice, if the 
member so desires. 

7. In the case of equality of votes, the Chairman shall have 
a casting vote. 

8. Where the Chairman of the Court/Executive Council 
does not preside at a meeting and the Chairman of the meet- 
ing is unable to agree to the decision of the meeting in any 
particular case, it shall be open to him to suspend action 
until he has submitted the matter to the Chairman of the 
Court for decision. 

9. When a question before the Court/Executive Council in- 
volves a financial issue and the Financial Adviser dissents from 
the majority decision at the meeting, it shall be open to the 
Financial Adviser to require that the matter be placed before 
the Minister for Finance. If th e matter is covered by the 
financial powers of the Ministry of Food & Agriculture at 
present, or by powers which may be delegated to that Minis- 
try in internal Finance, it will be open to the Chairman of 
the Court to over-rule the Financial Adviser, but in other 
matters the Financial Adviser may ask the matter to be refer- 
red to the Minister for Finance for his concurrence. 

10. The decisions arrived at by the Executive Council, will 
be promulgated as orders emanating from the President and 
will be Issued over the signature of the Secretary or other 
officer who may be authorised to authenticate orders in the 
name of the President. 

11. The Secretary of the Court shall Implement the deci- 
sions of the Court/Executive Council by the issue of com- 
munications on behalf of that body and in the name of the 
President of India in all cases. 

Provided that where any such orders require prior consul- 
tation with other Ministries of the Government of India, the 
matter shall be referred by the Secretary of the Executive 
Council to the Department of Agriculture for such consulta- 
tion. 

12- All correspondence with State Governments relating to 
the technical aspects of the working of the Institute and 
Colleges shall be addressed direct by the Secretary of the 
Court to those Governments, but where consultation with the 
State Governments on general matters of policy, deputation 
of officers and matters other than purely technical matters are 
involved, the Secretary of the Court shall address the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture who will make the necessary consultations 
with the State Governments. 

13. The business of the Court /Executive Council will be 
conducted in accordance with the following procedure:— 

(I) It will be open to the Chairman to summon meetings 
at any time should he consider necessary. 

(ii) It will be open to any Member to suggest that a 
particular case should be placed before the meeting 
cither for sanction or for discussion. In all cases 
which are to be referred to the meetings, a self- 
contained Memorandum will be circulated by the 
Secretary to each member. Ordinarily no item will 
be included In the agenda unless such a memo, has 
been circulated at least 10 days before the meeting 
but in special cases the Chairman may relax this 
limit. It will be open to the Chairman to admit any 
subject for discussion at the meeting even if it is not 
on the agenda. 

(iii) The minutes of the meetings will be prepared by 
the Secretary who will submit them to the Chaihnan 
for approval. The minutes will then be circulated 
to the members for concurrence and on return after 
circulation, action will be taken in pursuance of the 
decisions recorded in the minutes. The minutes will 
be formally confirmed at the next meeting of the 
Court/Executive Council. 

(lv) A copy of the minutes of each meeting together 
with copies of the memoranda circulated to the 
members will be furnished to the Department of 
Agriculture immediately for information. 

(v) Any business which it may be necessary for the Court/ 
Executive Council to perform, may be performed by 
resolution in writing circulated among all its mem- 
bers and any such resolution so circulated and approv- 
ed by a majority of the members signing, will 
be as factual and binding as if such resolution had 
been passed at a meeting of the Court/Executive 
Council provided that at least 5 members of the 
Court or 3 members of the Executive Council have 
recorded their views on the resolution, 

(vi) A list of cases disposed of by circulation to the 
members of the Court /Executive Couucil shall be 
placed before the next meeting of that body for the 
Information of its members and for any action which 
it should take, 


14. It will be open to the Court to make minor changes 
in the procedure of business laid down above as may be found 
necessary from time to time, 

15. It will be open to the Government of India (Depart- 
ment of Agriculture) to issue such further directions to the 
Court as may be considered necessary from time to time. The 
Government of India also have the right to amend or repeal 
any or all the provisions of these orders. 

16. The above arrangements will come into force with effect 
from 1st December, 1961.

entered the Port during the year under review. 


(3) Labour .—' The labour situation at the Port continued 
to be satisfactory during 1959-60. 


(4) Capital IForftt— The construction of four cargo berths 
including three transit sheds, four warehouses, central roads, 
parking places and oLher appurtenant woiks was completed 
in all respects during 1959-60, The construction of two addi- 
tional cargo berths was in progress. 


(5) Amenities tn staff .- The Port organisation continued to 
provide their staff with various amenities such as housing, free 
educational facilities upt 0 the scvct.th standard, clubs, can- 
teens, general medical attendance, etc. 


The work of development of the port town of Gandhidham 
showed satisfactory progress.

2-PG(24)/61.— The Government of India have received 
the Administration Report of the Port of Kandia for the year 
1959-60. The salient features of the Report arc reviewed 
below;— 


(1) Financial Results: 

(a) Port fund.— The Revenue receipts of the Port (ex- 
cluding the Pilotage Account) during the year were Rs. 65.13 
lakhs as compared with Rs. 67 02 lakhs during 1958-59. 

The expenditure (excluding that charged to the Pilotage 
Account and contribution to the Depreciation fund and 
Capital Account) during the year under review was Rs. 40-96 
lakhs as against Rs. 27 94 lakhs in 1958-59, The increase in 
expenditure during the year under report as compared to 
previous year was due mainly to more expenditure incurred 
on repairs and maintenance, original works, creation of addi- 
tional posts etc. Contributions were made as usual to the 
Depreciation Fund and the Capital Account, the amount 
transferred being Rs, 4 lakhs and Rs. 4-77 lakhs, Tespcctively. 

(b) Pilotage Account,— The gross income and expenditure 
during 1959-60 was Rs. T27 lakhs and Rs. 1-45 lakhs, (ex- 
cluding a contribution of Rs. 0-08 lakh to the Depreciation 
Fund in the Pilotage Account), respectively, resulting in a 
deficit of Rs. 0T8 lakh during the year. There was a deficit 
of Rs, 0-47 lakh in 1958-59, the gloss income and expenditure 
for that year being Rs. U05 lakhs and Rs. 1'52 lakhs, res- 
pectively.
